Some 
Provisions 
That 


Should Know. 


The open season for hunting all 
sorts of water fowl is now under way, 
having begun Wednesday. 
Sports­ 
men who are heeding the call of the 
wood, field and marsh will be inter­ 
ested in the following provisions of 
the state game laws, as amended in 
the recent session of the general as­ 
sembly : 
Ducks, geese, rails, coots, mudhens 
and all species of water fowl may be 
killed ^between 
September 
I 
April lo. 
Quail, November IO to January J; 
number one person may kill in one 
day, fifteen. 
Babbits, November IO to succeeding 
October I. 
A closed season for rabbit 
shooting during October has been pro- 
v ided in order that hunters may not 
scour the fields and kill young quail 
while pretending they are hunting rab­ 
bits. 
Squirrels, July I to October I. 
Woodcock, July I to January I. 
Snipe and plover, any time. 
Doves, protected during the entire 
year. 
Pheasants, prairie chickens, grouse, 
and Hungarian partridges must not 
be killed until 1915. 
It is unlawful to kill wild duck or 
other water fowl at any time between 
sunset of any day and sunrise of the 
following day. 
It is unlawful to kill wild birds

"A man Is as old as his arteries.” 
was said some time ago by a French 
physician; 
and 
the saying, like so 
many 
others 
of 
the 
phrase-loving 
French, has a good deal of truth In 
It and not a little error. 
There Is m any a man, old In years 
but young in spirit, whose arteries 
are like plpe-stems. 
So brittle do they 
seem, Indeed, that the physician hard­ 
ly dares feel the pulse, lest he crush 
the friable artery under his finger; 
yet these old people are active In 
mind and body, and seem often much 
younger than men of but two-thirds 
their years 
Again, one meets old and fee 
whose lives seem to flicker danger­ 
ously, Uke a candle flame In a draft, 
whose arteries are as soft and com­ 
pressive as those of a child. 
In general, however, the saying Is 
true, and especially In prem atu re old 
age It will usually be found that the 
arteries are hard, with fibrous thick­ 
ening, if not already more or less cal­ 
cified. 
H ard en in g of the blood vessels 
—arteriosclerosis Is the accepted med­ 
ical term -consists In a fibrous over­ 
growth of the walls of the arteries, 
usually following more or less degen­ 
eration of the normal tissues of the 
vessels. 
As to Just how this comes 
about, 
physicians 
are 
not 
entirely 
agreed. 
It Is probable that the change 
occurs first In the very m inute vessels, 
those th a t run through the walls of 
the larger vessels supplying them with 
blood for their nourishment. 
When 
these are hardened by (lie deposit of 
fibrous tissue th ey carry less blood 
and carry It more slowly, and so the 
nutrition of the walls of the larger 
vessels Is reduced 
This leads to soft­ 
ening. and then Nature tries to repair 
the damage by the only new tissue at 
her h a n d — namely, fibrous tissue. 
Eater, these fibrous and thickened 
walls of the larger arteries may be 
hardened "till m o

performed and “also on the willing 
ness, Industry and good conduct” of 
the Inmate.”

States there is no record to parallel 
his, declares O. F. Schuette in the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Probably In all 
the world there is no soldier who can 
look back seventy-two 
years to the 
date of his first commission. 
For It 
was In 1837 that the future general re­ 
ceived his first commission as a second 
lieutenant 
from 
President 
Andrew 
Jct! son. 
He was then a man of 23— 
little 
dreaming that he had before 
him three-quarters of a century of life. 
If he lives three years 
longer, and 
with his present 
vigorous 
V i t a l i t y 
there Is no reason he should not, he 
xjFffl—rrn""—rtf?* "rmtrtrr—mar k of Rfe- 
and celebrate tho end of three-quar­ 
ter* of a century of membership on 
the military lists of the United States 
government. 
Away back In the dawn of our na 
tional great ii “S • our school book his­ 
tories tell of the war of 1812. 
Yet 
Daniel Rucker was two mon'ha old 
before the first shot of that war was 
fired. 
A year later 
came tho first 
Creek Indian war. 
Five years later 
came the hostilities with the Semin­ 
oles In Florida. 
And theft came out­

Many doctors have tried to carefully explain 
these im portant m atters to parents and teachers, but 
so w rongly Impressed have been these parents and teach 
era of the past that m any physicians have given up in 
disgust, and some of them have lost patients by attem pt­ 
ing to tell the truth. 
T h is W ir w h lc h has €nteloped parents and teachers 
m ust be blown aw ay and the true educational course of 
our daughters and sons clearly shown. 
Ideas are chang­ 
ing; truths are forcing them selves to the surface, and 
In the younger generation of parents and teachers I find 
eagerness to have the doctors tell of the false m ethod 
this country has followed In m ixin g the adolescents In 
classes at the public high schools.
